GENTLEMEN :—I was well aware of 
the fact that when I was forced to 
publish a card, setting myse'f right 
before the people in relation to the re- 
port of the Board of Examiners in 
connection with the transactions of 
Mr. Crockett, with th2 Reno Saviogs 
Bank, that it would be a question of 
veracity between the majority of the 
members of the Board and wyself, 
and I am willing to submit the facts 
to the people and allow them to de- 
cide. 

In reply to your card of the 20th 
inst. I do most positively ussert that I 
di i not ‘‘concur in the report” of the 
majority of the Board, neither did I 
‘authorize the other members of the 
Board to so state. 

I admit that the report was dictated 
and writtea in my office; but not by 
my request, concurrence, or participa- 
tion, nor was it my report to the 
Board of Examiners. My answer to 
the other charges iv your rard will ap- 


pear further on. 

Now, as to what was said and done 
at the meeting on the 13th day of 
August, 1880, At 10 o’clock a. u. of 
that day Jasper Babcock came to my 
office and informed me that the Board 
was ready to meet and take up the 
Crockett matter. Ina few moments 
thereufter [repaired to the Secretary of 
State’s office. No Board being in ses- 
sion, I went into the Governor’s office, 
and for the first time learned that the 
meeting was to be held in the Gover- 
nor's private room. I went in and 
there found Governor Kinkead, Secre- 
tary of State Jasper Babcock, State 
Treasurer L. L. Crockett und Deputy 
Secretary of Stats James G. Chesley. 
In a few moments General R. M. 


Clarke came in, the Governor stated 
the object of the meeting, my report 


July. 1880, was read, and also the af- 
fidavit of Mr. Crockett; Mr. Bachel- 
der's affidavit was not at that time 
submitted to the Board; but it was 
deemed advisable to have it. Gover- 
nor Kinkead wanted to know how to 
proceed or what was to be done. I 
told him thut the Board could either 
make out a report of what they con- 
sidered to be the facts of the cuse, or 
they could refer the whole matter 
back to me as the Attorney General, 
and I wonld take such steps as 1 
deemed advisable in the case. The 
majority of the Board concluded to 
M. 
Ciarke volunteered to draw up the re- 
port for them and to procure the af- 
tidavit of Mr. Bachelder. The Board 
took a recess until half past one 
o'clock. Gen. Clarke stated that he 
would come into my office with James 
G. Chesley and draw up that report. 
Ile did come into my cflice with Ches- 
ley and asked me what lad better be 
embodied in the report; I answered 
that I did not know, but supposed the 
Board wanted to scquit Mr. Crockett 
of any evil intent, and if he would 
tiake out a report to the effect that 
Mr. Crockett had not intended to 
make any money out of the transac- 
tion himself, nor did he intend that 
the State should lose a dollar, it was 
as far as they ought to go. General 
Clarke dictated the report as now pub- 
lished, aud James G. Chesley wrote 
it. After it was written, they both 
asked me to sign it, and I told them I 
would not. : 

The Boar met at the hour agreed 
upon. Governor Kinkead asked me 
what I thuoght of the report, und 1 
told him I thought.it was strong; he 
asked me if [ would sign it and I told 
uim uo. He then said he did not 
want to sign it if there was to be u 
majority and minority report made 
out, ana 1 intormed lum that I did 
not intend to make out a minority re- 
port, that the whole suljcct would be 
reterred to the next Leyislature. He 
then asked me why I would not sign 
it, and I told him that there were cer- 
tain statements in the affidavit of Mr. 
Crockett that I could not agree to as 
being entirely Correct, that there were 
questions asked of Mr. Crockett in 
my report that he had not answered, 
rund that there were certain things in 
the report of the Board exonerating 
Mr. Crockett that I could nut agree 
to, but did stats to the Board that I 


intent, and no further. Mr, Chesley 
then asked me to sign the report with 
that explanation, and I again refused 
to do so. I did state to the Bo 

that if any qutstions were asked after 
‘their report was printed, why I. did 
not sign it, they might state that 1 did 
agree with them in ücquitting Mr. 
eee ee evil intent, but no 
farther than that. The report was 
‘signed and the Board adjourned; why 
did e radd to the report, 
without my knowledge or consent, 
that Phadiully agieed with it after 
the Board had adjourned? I did not 
state thatthe “Board was sitting in 


mensurt in judgment upon my- 


ternoon's 


the Board, without any further evi- 
dence, says that the entire account is 
made up of checks. If.such was the 
case, it would have been an easy mat- 
ter for Mr. Crockett to have produced 
a memerandum of the checks. There 
was no evidence before the Board to 
the effect that it had been the custom 
of the State Treasurers to receive 
checks for the payment of land, ex- 
cept the affidavit of Mr. Crockett. The 
Stxtute provides that the State lands 
shall be paid for in currency. 

There was no evidence before the 
Board that the State had profited by 
this transaction. If so, how much and 
from what source? I ask Mr. Cock- 
ett, in my report, how it was that on the 
idth day of June, 1880, he had as 
State Treasurer the sum of 67,947 45 
in the Reno Savings Bank, and yet 
we found in the State Treasury the 
amount of money Called for by the 
Controller’s books! Has he explain- 
ed? 

Finally, gentlemen, I sign my own 
name to all public documents person- 
ally, and not by proxy, and if I had 
fully agreed with the majority of the 
Board in their report I would have 
signed with you. I was in the Capi 
tol building all the time that the re- 
port was being copied by the report- 
ers, and the note appended was not 
shown me. I have sibce been inform- 
ed that while the reporters were ev- 
gaged in copying the report and had 
nearly completed their labors, Jasper 
Babcock went into the office and 
drawing the note appended to the re- 
port from his pocket, stated to the re- 
porters that it was to be appended to 
the original report, and the addition is 
in his (Babcock’s) handwriting. The 
first information I had that any addi- 
tion had been made to the report, was 
when I read it published in the Car- 
gon Times, whereupon I immediately 
telegraphed to Governur Kinkead at 
Virginia City, where he had gone on 
the afternoon train of the 13th day of 
August, having a copy of the report 
with him for publication in the 
Enterprise, that I did not fully agree 
in the report of the Beard on Crockett 
Hhusiness, and do not want it so pub- 
lished.” I sent the foregoing telegram 
in time to have stopped the pnblica- 
tion of the addition made to the re- 
port. I notified the local papers not 
to publish the addition, that it was 
false, and they complied with my re- 
quest. 

I am sorry to have been drawn into 
a war of cards, but fairness to myself 
will not permit me to remain silent, 
especially’since it has become some- 
whut a question of veracity.

DYE’S DEEP DAMNATION. 


Hie Taking Off of Charles Bates in 
1878—The Iron Grasp of the Law} 
Closes Around His Throat. 


The Sheriff of Lake county, Cali- 
fornia, having obtained the necessary 
requisition from Governor Kinkead on 
Saturday, took the captured murderer 
Thomae Dye to California on Satur- 
day night. Dye's crime was a hein- 
ous murder, committed October ist, 
1878, in Middletown, Lake county, 
Califocnia. The man he killed was 
Charles Bath, an engineer employed 
in a quicksilver mine. Dye inter- 
fered in an altercation between Bates 
and a friend of his (Dye's).

After lying in jail 
five months and four days, awaiting 
trial, he broke out and escaped. 
Until his capture by officers Gray and 
Avery in Reno, the California authori- 
ties had lost all trace of him. The detec- 
ion and app:cuecusion of this felon is a 
hne featicr in the cap of the Reno 
officers. 

Dye's trial is likely to take place 
soon. He richly de-erves the rope, 
hut he has wealthy friends, it is said, 
who wil! make a strong fight for him.
